This invention has icfeiencf to niaible 
or ball game apparatus wherein the balls 
or iiiarbb.s are struck and are adai.to.l to 
strike ii movable object and operate and 
10 produce elVects, and the degree of which 
may have certain vidues and produce the 
enect required or dilVerent ellVcls. 

The game apparaUis according to this 
invention compri<es of a board or tabh- 
having a raised margin or parap..( round 
It; and the object to be struck is at the 
upper end of tho table or board and the 
striking position at the h)wer part. The 
"larlde or ball is thrown towards the object 
la l)e .struck by a spring cue or eciuivaU-i.t 
P'ojcctor implement ; and the object to 
"f struck may coiisi;. of a rotarv d.^vic' 
passed over an upright being a proiectin.r 
«)r groovcl thread, with which a corixr. 
25 spon.hng thread device in the rotarv 
•levice meshes, so that as tho rctarv device 
JN struck and rotates, the spiij.l device or 
ncad causes the rotary device to move up

the rotary device, or a part or wiper 
thereon, strikes the figure, it topples over 
and thereby ejects the counters which 
have been placed in the leceptaele which 
may he in ilie hat or elsewiicre. 

'Ihe parts ot the rotarv device which 
are to be struck by the. balls or marbles 
"lay be in the form of win<:s ra<liatiii.' 
from same, and at a suitablo'radius, and 
when these arms are struck with suffi- 
cient force, tho right fonc will be 
imparte«l to tho rotary device, so as to 
cause It to ascend the'po'*-' to the de<-iee 
rer|uirod to actuate the figure. ^ 

At the l)ottoni of the board a svsteiu of 
sla Is niay be used, in which the'marbk\> 
or ha. Is will run when returning to thi< 
end of ihe board ; and (he stalls will have 
di'k'ivnt values which mav count in the 
game. 

The boanl or table mav have raised 
obstructions whicli (he returning marbles 
or balls may come in contact with so that 
they will he diverted, 

'ihe spring cue m.iy consist of a stalV 
thteaded through ai .spiral >pring, loose at * 
Its upper end. but fi.\ed to (he cue at its 
lower end, so (hat when the spring is 
irniipod at the lower end, and the cue halff 
IS pulled back Ihe spring will l)e strc(che(i. 75 
and when let go. ihe tip of the cue will 
strike placed marble or ball in the diiec". 
tioii aimed. 

Ill some cases, instead of the cui« device, 
a hinged spring striker mav In- used and 80 
the spring p.-.rt may be in "(he form of a 
blade, hinged at one end of the halft.

Improvements in Ball or Marble Game Apparatus. 



I, Syunky CiiAHi.Ks Cauuv, of 205, 
llidiinosul Road, lungstuii-un-ThaiiM^^ in 
ihL County or Sunx-y, jCngiiiccr, do hereby 
aeciare tfie naturo of llii-* invention ami 
/) ill what manner the Minic is to be 
liurfornied, to be particularly deiicribetl 
an<I a.-^certaincd in an«l by the followinfj 
statement : — 

This invention has rcfertjice to marble 
10 (ir ball game apparatus wherein the ball?/ 
or marblos are struck, and ^ie adapted to 
.strike a movable rlgect and operate and 
pn)duce eflfects, and the defrree of which, 
may have certain values and produce the 
lo elYect recjuired, or dilVcrent eljccts. 

The game apparattJs accoidiug to this 
invention comprises a board or table 
having a raised margin or parapet round 
it ; and the object to be struck is at the 
20 upper end of the table or l>oard, and the 
striking position at the lower part. The 
marble or ball is llirown towards the 
object to be struck by a spring cue or 
equivalent projector implement ; and the 
26 object to be struck may consist of a 
rotary device passed over an upright 
having a projecting or grooved thread, 
with which a corresp()ndin'r thiead device 
in the it»tary device -oJiesTies, so that as 
30 the rotary device is struck and rotates, 
the spiral device or thread causes the 
it;tary device to move uji tlie upi'ght or 
polefand in one construction at the uijper 
part of the pole or upright there is a 
35 movable device or figure which llio rotary 
device operates or moves; and when this 
is accomplished, this may bo assumed to 
bo a counting or winning stroke; and the 
device may have in it a receptacle for 
4L> holding counters or tiic like which is so 
arranged that when the device is nmved 
l>y the rotary device, these counters are 
thrown out and belong to tlu' striker or 
player, or otherwise us may be piedeter- 
45 mineil. 

An exantple of ap|)aratus act ording to 
Ibis invention is j^hown in the annexe<l 
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drawings, in which Eigun* I is ? 
.sectional elevation, Kigur** *J is a plan, anc 
Fitrures 3 and \ are details. 

Heferring to the drawioL"^. I generally 
rcprosiMits tho lK>ard <tr taldc, and *J the 
raisisl nuugin or i»arap**t. Tln^ (dijc^-t to 
Im? ainud at and ^•trmk is a rotary 
'i.*! annular device 3, mountcil on c** round a 
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column 4, and having wings 5 which are • 
the parts adapted lo be struck by the ball 
or marble by the player. The column 4 
has a short pitch thread H upon it, with 
which pins 7 canned in the device 3 mesh ; , GO 
so that when the right wing device 5 is 
struck, the device 3 will run up the thread 
of the column 4; and if struck haid 
enough will hit the device 7" mounted on 
♦ ho top of the column and cause it to 
.'iterate, i.e. tip up, or lake other action 
due lo beiiig struck ; and the vanes 5 and 
dtjvice 3 are suflicienlly heavv to give it 
the necessary momentum. In the case 
shown, the \levice 7" is ujountcd on a 
plate hingeil at 8 to the column 4, so that 
when the pin 9 on the plate is struck by 
the device 3, the figure or devit:e 7" is 
tilted forward about the hinge, and 
topples over; and any counters or objects 
carried in the tray 10 held by the figure, 
will be tipped out. 

The Iwttom of the board is inclined 
downwards from the column 4, and has a 
pluralitv of .stalls M at its front end, into 
which tlie marble or ball when returning 
down the l^jard will pass; and these stalls 
may have dilYerent values, wliich may 
count in the game. 

The board or table may have raised 
obstructions at points in it, such as pins, 
which the returning nmrble ball may 
come in contact wUh when returning, so 
that it will be diverted. 

The spring cue shown in Eigure 4 con* 
sists of a staff 12 threaded through a 
spiral spring 13, held in a tube 14, and 
having fixed on its forward end a disc 
15, between which and the back end of 
the tube, iuu jprir.g 13 lic-:^^ tlio fcrsrar;* 
end of the stntlE 12 projecting thitmgh the 
outer end of the tube. Thus, by taking 
ludd of the ttibe 14 in one hand, and 
puiling back the stall* 12, the marble or 
ball marked 0 in Figure 2 can be struck; 
aim being taken so that tlie struck marble 
or ball shall strike the vane 5, which will 
cause the device 3 to run ui) the column. 

In some < ases instead of tlie cue device, 
a spring hinged striker may bo used, and 105 
the sprinj^ ,>art may be in the form of a 
plate hinged at cme einl of the handle. 

Having now partitMilarly ilescribcd and 
ascertained the nature <if my said inven- 
tion and in what manner the same !s to 110 
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1)6 performed, I declare tiiut what I claim 
is: — 

L A gamo apparatus (.^mprisiii^ a 
board or table having fixed upon it a 
5 rotary device, which is to be .struck by a 
ball or marble whea driven up the board, 
and nhich is adapted when struck to run 
tip a column or way; suhstantiallv as set 
forth. - 

1^* 2. Qanio apparatus of the kind speci- 
fiod in Cliiiming (-lause I, vhcroin the 
rotary device is adapted to run up a screw 
thread on the column when struck^ and ' 
operate a movable device upon same; 

! > substantially as set forth. 



3. [n or for game apparatus of the kind 
hcrcinbeforf! described and claimed, a 
spring cue for striking the ball or marble ; 
sub^tantiaIly as set forili. 

4. Game apparatus substantially as 20 
herein ^et forth, and shown by way of 
example in the annexed. drawings.
